H. Worthington, stamp fancier, in Cleveland, O.”

Dear Sir,—Referring to the variety New South Wales 1d. 
diadem issue with compound perforation, I beg to inform you that I 
possessed two copies of this stamp for some years, perf, 12 x 13. One 
I have at present in my colleetion (which I submit for your inspec- 
tioti), and the other I disposed of to Mr. Hausburg during his visit 
to Sydney in 1905. Strange to say both copies bore the same post- 
mark, viz., “figures 110 surrounded by a dotted circle,’ which 
clearly shows that they were issued from the same office, and probably 
from the same sheet, although apparently they were nota pair, as 
Mr. Hausburg examined them most carefully, and was very satisfied 
on that point. I would be glad to know if the variety referred to by 
you shows any trace of the above’ postmark, and if any of your 
readers could state at what post-office this postmark was in use at 
that period (1860-62). — Yours faithfully,
